The strike of nearly a half million 
railroad men which threatens to tie 
up the transportation sy stem of our 
country is now on. 
Yet the American pub lic has b een 
kept entirely ignorant of facts caus­ 
ing the strike situation b ecause the 
daily press has suppressed the truth 
and is printing garb led Information 
and misleading comment. 
"Shall piece work and contracting 
out of shops and employ es b e accepted 
or rejected'* is the wording of the 
third strike b allot. 
This is the crux 
of the situation. 
It is confidently b elieved wage m at­ 
ters could b e 
adjusted 
without 
a 
strike, b ut the men are adamant on 
he question of sub letting repair eon- 
racts. 
The ultimatum served on the 
lab or b oard on June 7, 1922, said the 
strike b aiiot would go out If the « ub - 
letting

Repair shops seemingly placed un­ 
der the direction of private contract­ 
ors in practically every Instance are 
dummy concerns with nominal capi­ 
tal formed b y railroad officials. 
Toe first act Is to cut wages and 
ab rogate the working conditions es­ 
tab lished b y th< lab or b oard. 
I>ack of good faith is contained in 
every line of the ty pical contract. 
It 
can b e revoked at the discretion of 
the railroad. 
The railroad furnishes 
tools, equipment, advance money for 
wages and pay s cost plus percentage 
b ased upon pay roll expenditures. The 


contractor Is guaranteed a rem unera­ 


tion of not less than $ 1,000 a month. 


Cost to the railroad for repairs are 


increasing enormously in spit** of the 
cuts In 
w a g e s showing that tills is 
merely another way of mulcting the 
pub lic to enrich insidets. 
The strike against these pr a « tic «-~ 
• has b een on, on the Western Mary - 
j land 
ruilroad 
where the men have 
i b een on strike for 12 weeks. The coin- 
ipany resorted to tin* injunction for­ 
mula. 
A temporary injunction was is­ 
sued Dy Judge Rose of tin* Federal 
court in Baltimore. 
Before acting on 
the permanent injunction he asked for 


h copy of the contract. 
The railroad 
' company fought tills request desper- 
jately , b ut finally had to give* in. 
As 
soon as Judge Rose saw the contract 
he dismissed the injunction and de­ 
nounced the contract as an evasion of 
the law. 
In this case, as in many 
others, the railway employ es and the 
strike are the only agencies capab le of 
defending the interests of the pub lic. 
Government and courts are apparent­ 
ly helpless to enforce the law. 
The pub lic remains serene b ecause 
ignorant, lulled to sleep b y the pro­ 
paganda of the railroad organization 
which get» plenty of space in the daily 
press while the real fact» are step- 
pressed.

Chicago, July 5.- Railroad shopmen 
now on strike are ab le to stand on 
their own feet, Herl M. Jewell, union 
chief, declared today . 


Refusal of Hie maintenance of way 
men to strike strengthened the posi­ 
tion of tlie shopmen who are now out, 
rather than weakened It, Jewell said. 


“We would rnther settle this strike 
with the roads ourselves than draw 
other unions Into the controversy ," he 
said. 
"We never urged 
the 
other 
union chiefs to call a strike. 
"If the maintenance of 
way 
men 
found b est way out of their difficulty 
through their compromise 
with 
the 
United States railroad lab or hoard, 
w e have no complaint. The shopmen’s 
strike wil| never lie settled on term* 
which tlie maintenance of wav men 
accepted." 
Jewell was elated over the b ig hatch 
of teJugrums on his desk telling of 
oilers, signal men and maintenance of 
wny men and foremen going out on 
nn unauthorized strike in sy mpathy 
with the shopmen. 
Jewell had one telegram, he said, 
from Honnoke, Va„ which said train 
service on one line out there was com­ 
pletely tied up through lack of en­ 
gines in repair, 
I 
"The men are sticking," Jewell said, 
¡"and I am convinced they are more 
determined to see this strike through 
>to a finish as a result of the recent 
announcement b y tlie lab or b oard. 
"I wonder what the capitalists would 
May if the lab or b oard announced dis* 
solution of u road b ecause it refused 
to ob ey Its decisions."

son who had been stricken down on 
the Held of battle in a foreign land. 
When I look back upon the pages of 
history to the days of 
I OIS, 
1898, 
J 863, 1*12 and 1 776 I feel that we 
stand in a presence hallowed by those 
who suffered and sacrificed on the 
battle field that we might live it. 
peace and comfort.” 


“They fought and died not for the 
love of conflict, not for personal gain 
nor the worldly things iii life; but 
rather for the 
accomplishment 
of 
peace; for tit one 
great 
principle 
which wore established by the f a th ­ 
ers of the republic in 1776 and which 
find their trite expression in those 
words of the Declaration of Indepen 
donee ‘that all 
men 
are 
created 
equal; that they are 
endowed, 
by 
their Creator, with certain unalien 
able rig hts; that among those are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of h a p ­ 
piness’ ” 


‘‘I have faith that whenever flu 
pence of this country is th teat one:! 
or its boundaries violated by the en­ 
emy from without that 
tin* 
young 
manhood and the young womanhood 
of the land will arise as one to drive 
OUt the invader, but I look with stis- 
pie.nic upon the enemy within, the, 
skulking traitor who would aacriflr'* 
his heritage for a mess of pottage, 
who would enjoy the benefits of this 
country while he seeks tit the same 
time to undermine tin* very founda­ 
tions of tilt' republic. 
We need havi 
no fear of the enemy who come open­ 
ly and boldly with the challenge of 
arms hut we must 
exercise 
eternal 
Vigilance to meet the sneaking, un 
deihand attack of those who live u n ­ 
der the protection of our flag and who 
profess to he Americans.” 
The speaker then dwelt on the s a c ­ 
rifices made by all loyal Americans 
in the World War and paid a tribute 
to the men who gave their all, their 
very lives.
